9. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue, subject to gates and bars, the 
road (no name) leading from the South Wentworth Road, beginning at the Geiger 











residence to the McSweeney place, so called, and terminating at the Dorchester 
town line. 


10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and appropriate for 
street lights. 


11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and appropriate for 
the maintenance of the Library. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Library Trustees to apply 
for, accept and expend, without further action by the Town Meeting, money from 
the State, Federal or other governmental unit or a private source which becomes 
available during the fiscal year, as provided in RSA 202-A:4-c. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000.00 
for the Warren/Wentworth Fast Squad for operating expenses. 


14. (By Petition) Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:1-C which 
authorizes any town or city not to assess, levy and collect a resident tax? 


15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 
to be paid into the existing Ambulance Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of 
purchasing a new ambulance. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$15,000.00 to pave 8/10 mile of Buffalo Road. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 
for the Pemi-Baker Youth & Family Services Council. 


18. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and appropriate for 
the maintenance of the Fire Department.

(The Commission would consist of five citizens of the Town who 
serve without pay and are appointed by the Selectmen). 


22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of money to 
be placed in the Fire Truck Capital Reserve Fund towards purchasing a new fire 
truck. 


23. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and appropriate for 
maintenance and equipment for the Common and Hamilton Memorial Field. 


24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $191.36 
for the Town's share of the cost of the Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District. 


25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of money to 
be expended by the Conservation Commission in connection with its activities for 
such purposes and such uses as deemed necessary by the Conservation 
Commission.

27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $350.00 
for the continuance of the Baker Audio-Visual Center established by Federal Grant 
in 1974. 


28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $678.26 
as the Town's share for the operation of the North Country Council. 


29. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 
for the Mt. Moosilaukee Health Center. 


30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $900.00 
for the Planning Board. 


31. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,071.00 
for Mascoma Home Health Service. 


32. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $300.00 
to cover a contract with the New Hampshire Humane Society for the Town to have 
a legitimate place to take stray animals or animals that need to be impounded. 


33. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $475.00 
for the Tri-County Community Action Program. 


34. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $565.00 
for Grafton County Senior Citizens Council. 


35. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $300.00 
for, and to support, Plymouth Area Crisis Services, a nonprofit organization 
organized pursuant to the New Hampshire Legislature, and partially funded by 
marriage license fees from the State of New Hampshire. 


36. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell any real 
estate acquired by the Town by Tax Collector's deeds at public auction or by 
advertised sealed bids as provided in RSA 80:42, II. 


37. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to dispose of real 
estate acquired by the Town by Tax Collector's deeds to the previous owner or 
their heirs and/or devisees of such owners as justice may require, upon the 
condition that suitable arrangements are made for the payment of all sums due and 
owing to the Town, as authorized by RSA 80:42, ITI. 


38. To see if the Town will vote to name the Selectmen as agents of the Town 
to carry out the objectives designated by the Town in the following capital reserve 
funds: Highway Equipment Capital Reserve Fund, Fire Truck Capital Reserve 
Fund, Revaluation Capital Reserve Fund, Tax Map Capital Reserve Fund, 
Ambulance Capital Reserve Fund, and Bridge Capital Reserve Fund, subject to the 
Selectmen giving public notice that the Selectmen will have on their agenda for a 
specific meeting that they intend to withdraw funds from a capital reserve fund. 


(The recent decision of the New Hampshire Supreme Court in the case of 
Adams, et all v. Bradshaw, et al, decided November 1991, clarified State law that 
if the Selectmen are named as agents of the Town as described in this Article, the 
Selectmen may withdraw and spend money from a capital reserve fund so long as 
it is for the purpose of that particular capital reserve fund, without Town Meeting 
vote. The practice in Wentworth has been to obtain Town Meeting approval for 
withdrawing money from a capital reserve fund). 


39. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply 
for, accept, and expend, without further action by the Town Meeting, money from 
the State, Federal or other governmental unit or private source which may become 
available during the year in compliance with the requirements and by the authority 
of RSA 31:95-b. 


40. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to incur debt in 
anticipation of the taxes of the financial year in order to pay current maintenance 
and operation expenses, as provided in RSA 33:7, I. 


41. To transact any other business that may legally come before the Meeting.

1991 FIRE REPORT 


The Wentworth Volunteer Fire Department is proud to announce that we now 
have an operational bathroom. Stop in and check it out! We would like to thank the 
Webster Memorial Library Trustee's for their cooperation. 


The Fire Department saw a dramatic decrease in the number of requests for 
emergency assistance in 1991. We would like to think that this is due in large part 
to our Fire Prevention Program. However, we heard several disturbing tales of 
emergencies where the Fire Department was not notified. Please do not hesitate to 
contact the Fire Department for assistance. We would much rather respond to find 
a minor incident rather than a major disaster because we were not notified early on. 


Unfortunately there is no "peace dividend" in the Fire Service. We must 
continue to maintain our equipment, apparatus, and train our personnel. If you 
think the cost of training is high, check out the cost of ignorance. We did see fit to 
reduce our budget by 10% at the request of the Selectmen. 


One of our more important purchases in 1991 was two Personal Alert Safety 
Devices. These devices are worn by the Firefighters and should the unit remain 
motionless for approximately 20 seconds it sounds off at an ear piercing level 
warning others that a Firefighter may need help. The Firefighter may also activate 
the device manually to signal for help. These are an important step in Firefighter 
safety and are actually part of the National Fire Protection Association's Standard. 
We would like to continue this program through additional purchases in 1992. 


Some of the purchases which were made through the use of our fundraising 
money include the following: A hydrant gate valve, adding Lakes Region Mutual 
Fire Aid frequencies to our mobile radios, a scanner antenna, fire-fighting foam, 
hose straps, a donation to a firefighter from Wentworth who lost his home in a fire, 
uniform alterations, "stapak" for the driveway, air cylinder holder, a gas grill, 
security lights, and over $1,500.00 toward the construction of the bathroom. 


Our roster includes only eleven personnel at the present time. Anyone who is 
interested in joining the Fire Department is encouraged to attend the meetings on 
the first and third Wednesday of each month at 7:00 p.m.

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WEBSTER MEMORIAL LIBRARY 
LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


Library hours remain the same - Monday afternoons 1 - 5 p.m.; Wednesday 4 - 
8 p.m.; and Saturday mornings 10 a.m. to Noon. The Librarian is Donna Herlihy 
and the Assistant Librarian is Sharon Sanborn. 


Our collection includes both fiction and non-fiction materials for all ages and 
interests. If we don't have exactly what you are looking for, we can usually borrow 
it from another library. We have a reference section that includes many volumes on 
New Hampshire history. We also have audio books, large print books, music on 
both records and cassettes, children's cassette tapes and read-along books, video 
tapes, both educational and entertaining, a wide selection of magazines, two 
newspapers, a television with cable hookup, and a variety of games, puzzles, and 
puppets! The library receives many books, magazines and one of our two 
newspapers as donations. This helps our budget tremendously and we herewith 
express our appreciation to those donors for their thoughtfulness and generosity. 


In the summer of 1991 the library co-sponsored a Summer Reading Program 
with the Wentworth Elementary School PTO. Thirty-seven children from 
kindergarten through seventh grade participated. They collectively read hundreds 
of books over the summer and I feel that it was a very positive experience for all 
those involved. 


Thank you to all the volunteers who helped things run so smoothly - even when 
it rained! And, a very special thank you to Debbie Stuart, our guest performer, 
whom the children (and adults!) enjoyed so much. Her enthusiasm is inspiring! We 
all had a wonderful sing-and-play along on our beautiful Town Common. 


We are already planning next summer's program. We are also planning a story 
hour for preschoolers in the very near future. We hope to offer a variety of stories 
read by volunteer readers, as well as puppet shows and other reading-related 
activities. 


The Fall of 1991 was also an exciting time at the library. The North Country 
Office of the New Hampshire State Library furnished us with a computer setup 
free of charge on long-term loan. The new Friends of the Library group, under the 
leadership of Isabel Campbell and Ellie Murray, led fundraising efforts to buy the 
modem and accessories we needed to make this system functional. 


With our new system, we will be able to access the holdings records of literally 
hundreds of other libraries throughout the state. This will make the process of 
borrowing and lending materials via interlibrary loan quicker, easier, and cost-free 
to us. There is no charge for using this system. 
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We are now also utilizing the services of the van delivery route operated by the 
State Library. Interlibrary loan books are picked up and delivered free of charge. 
Coupled with the use of the computer system, we anticipate a substantial savings in 
postage costs and in charges for long-distance telephone calls. By borrowing books 
from other libraries by request that have only a limited local interest, we can 
concentrate on using our available funds to add materials to our collection that 
serve a wider interest range. 


We extend our thanks and appreciation to Tom Ladd of the North Country 
Office for getting the computer for us, and to Isabel Campbell and Ellie Murray for 
their tireless fundraising efforts, and all of those who so generously donated to the 
fundraisers. 


We also thank the people who have volunteered in other ways to help the 
library this year. Cataloging and shelving books may sound boring, but your time 
and effort have helped us a lot! There are many areas in which volunteers can help 
the library - NO PRIOR EXPERIENCE NECESSARY! If you have some free time 
during library hours and would like to be a volunteer, come on in and learn a new 
skill. Your help will be greatly appreciated 


During 1991, 2246 visits were made to the library. 1615 books were circulated 
from our regular collection, and 1717 from our children's section. 832 periodicals 
and 857 audio-visual materials were circulated. We borrowed 45 books on 
interlibrary loan and lent out 48 to other libraries. 


We added 355 new items to our collection during 1991. These included 164 
books added to our regular collection, 122 to our children's section, 8 to our 
reference section, and 61 to our audio-visual collection. 197 items were purchased 
from the town appropriations, 38 from fine money received, 2 from the Pillsbury 
Dividend, and 118 were gifts.

1991 


The year 1991 proved to be an eventful one for those associated with the 
management of the library. Several of these events resulted in great loss to us and 
to the community and the surrounding area. First, there was the death of Mrs. Ruth 
VonArx who had faithfully served as Library Trustee for many years. She was a 
devoted servant to the library, tirelessly contributing her many talents and wisdom 
to the operation of the library. Not long after the death of Mrs. VonArx we lost 
another devoted supporter of the library when Mrs. Priscella Wolfe passed away. 
Priscella, a native of Wentworth, had faithfully served the town as Assistant 
Librarian for several years before illness forced her to terminate this position. 
These two wonderful ladies are, and will continue to be, sadly missed not only by 
their families and many friends but also by the library staff. 


Another event with major impact on the operation of the library was the 
retirement of Dorothy Brown, Librarian. Dot had been Librarian for more than 
twenty years and had served as a Library Trustee before becoming Librarian. She 
chose to retire on June 30th and on that date many friends and associates gathered 
at the library to honor her with testimonials, declarations, gifts and luncheon. It has 
been through Dot's tireless and devoted efforts that the Webster Memorial Library 
has attained a top notch rating for small rural libraries. The town of Wentworth 
will always be grateful to Dot for the many years of public service given not only 
to the library but to many other activities and functions of the town and 
surrounding areas. 


The Trustees advertised the Librarian position throughout the area and received 
several applications for the position. Applications received included those of two 
well qualified applicants, both of whom were interviewed by the Trustees. Of the 
two applicants one was a town resident and the other was a resident of an adjacent 
town. Both applicants were acceptable and the Trustees gave preference to the 
town resident and thusly accepted the application of Donna Herlihy who is now 
serving as Librarian. We are pleased to have her aboard! 


The vacancy on the Board of Trustees resulting upon the death of Mrs. VonArx 
was filled when the Town Selectmen appointed Mrs. Catherine Thayer as Trustee 
to complete the remaining term. 


The Wentworth Volunteer Fire Department's sewer project as reported in our 
last Annual Report, located on library land, was completed during 1991 and the 
library may connect to this new sewer at any time in the future should the need 
arise. 


The library was again, for the third consecutive year, the recipient of $3,000 
contributions made by Mrs. Thelma (Gove) Jordan and her former employer The

Readers Digest Association. The Trustees and townspeople are eternally grateful to 
Thelma and the Readers Digest for these contributions which have been of great 
benefit to the library, permitting improvements that otherwise would not have been 
obtainable. 


The Trustees, speaking for the library and townspeople, wish to publicly thank 
Mrs. Arlene Young for her contribution of the handicapped ramp. As a result of 
her contribution and the contributions of Mrs. Jordan it has been possible to finally 
construct a handicapped ramp to the library at no cost to the taxpayers! 


Another major improvement made during 1991 was the paving of the walks and 
parking area. This project was another one made possible by Mrs. Jordan's 
contributions and it was completed at no cost to the taxpayers. 


Thanks and appreciation are extended to all of those who have contributed to or 
otherwise supported the library during the past year, including Isabel Campbell and 
Ellie Murray who are responsible for having obtained cash contributions for the 
purchase of a modem for use with the computer system; Leo Gravel who so ably 
engineered the construction of the ramp and for his other contributions of time and 
material for other projects; and the North Country Office of the New Hampshire 
State Library for obtaining at no cost to us a computer for future use within the 
library network; and to all of the ladies and organizations who assisted the Trustees 
in preparing for and during the testimonial for Mrs. Brown at the time of her 
retirement.

1991 Report 


The Health Center had another busy year in 1991. Many clinics were conducted 
and well attended - the Well Child Clinic, Foot Clinic, Blood Pressure Clinic, and 
Young Parents Group. A grant from the N.H. Lung Association enabled the Health 
Center to offer a free adult health screening which was very well received. Another 
is planned for 1992. 


Dr. Holford came to the Center following Dr. Radebaugh's retirement in the fall. 
With Dr. Holford and Phyllis Long, CNM (Nurse/Midwife), the Center is open 
four days a week; three days coverage with Dr. Holford and one day with the nurse 
midwives. 


Volunteers continued to make important contributions to the functioning of the 
Health Center, working with the Well Child Clinic, WIC, Tri-County Community 
Action for food distribution, Fuel Assistance, and many others to offer a multitude 
of services to the families of Warren, Wentworth, and Rumney. 


The Mt. Mooselauke Health Center is dedicated to providing medical services 
to the community, enabling families to receive medical care at a lower cost closer 
to their homes. Fund raising and town contributions continue to be an important 
source of revenue for the Health Center. We wish to thank the towns of Warren, 
Wentworth, and Rumney for their most needed annual support.

We are still getting septic system violations. When you build a new home, you 
need a State approved septic system. 


Travel Trailers are still a problem. According to the N.H. Revised Statutes, 
1990, anyone moving into a recreational travel trailer, should notify the local 
Board of Health at least seven days prior to moving it into the Town, if people will 
be staying in it.

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MASCOMA HOME HEALTH SERVICES 
Town Report - 1991 


We are pleased to have the opportunity to report on the activities of Mascoma 
Home Health Services for 1991, our twenty second year of providing home and 
community health care to the residents of your community. 


This has been a year of tremendous growth in the need and request for home 
care services. Nursing visits alone have increased 60%. We are proud of our staff 
of nurses, therapists, home health aides, homemakers and parent aides. Their 
experience, dedication, and skill in caring for people in their homes have made it 
possible for us to meet this challenge. 


The Maternal and Child Health Program is available to young families in the 
community. This program includes a well child clinic with an enrollment of 175 
children 0-6 years of age who receive immunizations, physical exams, vision 
screening, and information on nutrition, dental care, safety, child development. 
Follow-up home visits to some children and families are made by nurses 
specializing in pediatric care and parent aides, to help them care for themselves 
and their children in the most productive and positive way possible. This year we 
have added a Respite Child Care program available to families enrolled in our 


programs. 


Community clinics including, monthly blood pressure screenings, routine foot 
care and a yearly Flu Vaccine clinic are also a part of the health promotion 
activities of the agency. Anyone is welcome to attend these clinics. 


This year the professional staff has made 10,056 home visits. In the town of 
Wentworth 1271 visits were made. 12 individuals received services in all 


programs. 

On behalf of the Board of Directors made up of community volunteers, the staff 
and the people who are helped by our care a thank you for your part in making our 
programs possible. We look forward to working with you in the coming year.

We have 10 EMTs, 6 AFAs. We have three members currently training to become 
EMTs. Our members also have additional training that relates to their employment 
that helps with the volunteer aspect of our service. These are 4 Certified Nurses 
Assistants and 2 Registered Nurses. We also have two policemen and 9 firemen 
active on the Squad. 


We purchased several new pieces of equipment this year. We purchased an 
Oxygen organizer, chair stretcher, additional KED board, stokes litter and traction 
splint. We also purchased insurance to cover our equipment for damage or loss. 


We had a few fund raisers this year. We would like to thank all who gave and 
all who support us in other ways. 


We wish to express our appreciation to the Fire Departments from Warren and 
Wentworth for responding with manpower whenever needed. It is nice to know we 
have a good working relationship. A TEAM WE ARE - AND A GOOD ONE! 


We opted this year to put all donation money directly into the fund for a new 
ambulance as that is where it is needed most at this time. 


Again, I would like to express my thanks to all members who have donated 
their personal time to the squad for on-call time and other activities. 


On behalf of the Squad, thank you for your continued caring and support.

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GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONER'S 1991 REPORT TO 
TOWNS 


In a continuing effort to communicate more directly with Grafton County 
citizens, we take great pleasure in submitting the following report for your 
information. 


During the past year, the County Nursing Home has continued to provide 
excellent care for approximately 120 elderly and infirm residents while complying 
with the increased demands of new federal regulations. In November we opened a 
unit designed to meet the needs of patients with Alzheimer's disease and similar 
afflictions, which has been very well received by residents, families, and staff. 


Inmates in the House of Corrections have benefited from the 
Thresholds/Decision-making program, taught by volunteers who help their clients 
prepare for more productive lives in jail and on the outside. A grant from the 
Attorney General's Office has also provided us with a substance abuse counselor 
for the jail. 


New projects were also initiated at the County Farm. The piggery was 
reinstituted (20 piglets were born to 3 sows in October), and a lilac nursery was 
added through the State Lilac Commission (lilacs will be ready for distribution to 
public agencies in the spring). The farm also planted extra potatoes for 
contribution to local food pantries throughout the county, a project we plan to 

continue in future years. 


Since September the Commissioners have worked with the Sheriff, Assistant 
Sheriff and members of the County Legislative Delegation to review the County 
Dispatch Center and revise the fees charged for telephone answering and radio 
dispatching services. Discounts were eliminated for 1992 and fees based on actual 
use are planned beginning in 1993. Copies of the Study Committee's report are 
available at the Commissioners’ Office. 


For the second year in a row we were able to reduce county taxes while 
maintaining necessary county services. The Commissioners intend to continue to 
hold the line on expenses, but do expect a modest tax increase next year due to the 
elimination of surpluses generated by unanticipated increases in nursing home 
revenues. 


This past year the County distributed over $78,000 in state Incentive Funds to 
local agencies to prevent out-of-home placements of troubled children and youth. 


The County also provides a Youth and Family Mediation Program available free of 
charge in the Lebanon, Littleton, and Plymouth areas. 


The Board of Commissioners has made great strides in expanding efforts to 
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inform our constituents about county government. Tours of county facilities, a 
mock trial for school children, and an open house took place during County 
Government Week in April, and plans are underway for an even broader program 
for the coming year (April 5-11). We held a special information session for local 
officials in September, have spoken to school and civic groups, and developed a 
slide presentation to show people what the county does. 


In closing, we wish to express our sincere appreciation to local officials and 
agencies and the citizens for continued interest and cooperation in our efforts to 
serve you. The public is invited to attend our regular meetings at 9:15 a.m. on 
Thursdays at the County Administration Building in North Haverhill. The 
Commissioners also welcome the opportunity to speak or show our slides to 
students and civic groups. Please call our office at 787-6941 for further 
information or to request a speaker.

NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL, INC. 
ANNUAL REPORT 


North Country Council is the Regional Planning Commission for 51 towns in 
northern New Hampshire. It was established almost 20 years ago by the legislature 
to respond to communities' needs for local and regional planning and development 
programs. As a membership organization, the Council is supported by local 
community dues which are used to match state and federal funding sources. 


Assistance available to member towns includes municipal planning, regional 
planning, transportation planning, business and industrial planning/development, 
landscape architecture, solid waste planning, resource management, GIS mapping 
and public education. The Council provides this professional assistance to 
Planning Boards, Boards of Selectmen, Zoning Boards of Adjustment, 
Conservation Commissions, Solid Waste Districts, Local Development 
Corporations, Non-Profit Community Organizations, Chambers of Commerce, 
Educational Institutions and Social Service Organizations and Agencies in our 


member towns. 


In Wentworth, the Council continued to provide technical and administrative 
assistance to local officials with the Wentworth CDBG Housing Rehabilitation 
project. In addition the Council has been actively assisting town officials with 
planning and solid waste activities. In October, Wentworth took part in a 
Household Hazardous Waste Collection organized by NCC, which collected nearly 
1,000 gallons of toxic material. 


Throughout 1991 North Country Council continued its commitment to local and 
regional planning assistance. The year also saw the Council rededicate its 
economic development program to address the worsening North Country economy, 
its solid waste program to aggressively reduce the volume of solid waste generated 
in the region, and its land use program to address the problems confronting the 
Northern Forest. 


In the ensuing year the Council will continue its present course and work 
program with an intense commitment to local technical assistance, development of 
local leadership and ability, and the provision of membership services to support 
community and regional needs. 


Persons interested in regional issues as discussed in this report are urged to 


contact their selectmen for appointment as Council representatives or committee 
members. 
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FOREST FIRE WARDEN'S REPORT 


1991 was a very dry and busy year for the New Hampshire Forest Fire Service 
as well as local fire departments due to our increase in the number of fires. Our 
three major causes of fires in 1991 were non-permit, children and smoking 
materials. 450 wildland fires in New Hampshire burned approximately 150 acres 
for an average fire size of one-third acre. 


Primarily, the local fire department is responsible for extinguishing these fires. 
Keeping the average fire size this small is a tribute to early detection by citizens, 
our fire tower lookout system and the quick response of our trained local fire 
departments. 


In every municipality, there is a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy 
_ Wardens that are responsible for directing suppression action on wildland fires, 
working with other fire department members under the direction of the N.H. Forest 
Fire Service to make sure that all fire department members are properly trained and 
equipped for suppressing wildland fires. Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Wardens 
receive specialized training each year, presented by the N.H. Forest Fire Service, to 
keep their skill level and knowledge of forest fire laws up to date. 


The local Warden and selected Deputy Wardens are also responsible for issuing 
burning permits for any open burning that is to be done in their community. In 
New Hampshire, any open burning, except when the ground is completely covered 
with snow, requires a written fire permit prior to lighting the fire. Before doing any 
open burning, it is recommended that you contact your local fire department to see 
if a permit is required and to save your community the cost of sending fire 
equipment on a false alarm. Any person violating the permit law (RSA 224:27) 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Please help your local Warden and fire department by requesting a fire permit 
before kindling a fire, be understanding if they tell you it is not a safe day to bum 
and help keep New Hampshire green! Thank you for being fire safe.

1991 REPORT 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Wentworth Conservation Commission has been actively gathering and 
collating information for our comprehensive map for our town. This project is 
progressing nicely. 


Due to the adverse economic situation our area is suffering, there has been a 
very reduced amount of development this year. This has resulted in a greatly 
reduced amount of complaints about incursion into wetlands areas and other 
problems for the environment. 


A very interesting and positive project we undertook this year has been the start 
of a program to position bird houses throughout the town. We built over 60 
Bluebird house kits. Then, with the help of the Cub Scouts of pack #363, these kits 
were assembled and placed strategically around this area. In so doing, this was a 
great project that helped the Cub Scouts towards earning their conservation badge. 
It taught them how to care for birds. The project was quite successful as many of 
these houses produced young. The materials for this project were donated at no 
charge to the town.

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PEMI-BAKER SOLID WASTE DISTRICT 
1991 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District worked on a variety of projects in 1991. 
With the assistance of North Country Council, the district volunteer representatives 
evaluated several disposal options in the region. After months of work, a long term 
district waste contract with Consumat Sanco of Bethlehem was completed. The 
contract provides favorable disposal rates to member communities choosing to 
participate. The district views this agreement as a first step in the development of a 
long term environmentally sound, and economically feasible solution to the 
region's solid waste management needs. 


In addition, the district worked toward promoting local recycling programs. 
District members shared information on recycling markets, handling, facility 
design and storage. Several new recycling programs will be beginning in 1992 
which will further expand the district wide recycling effort. The existing recycling 
programs in the district continue to be successful in diverting waste from the waste 
stream and conserving valuable resources. 


Household Hazardous Waste Program 

On October 5, the district held its second household hazardous waste collection 
day. The collection provided residents of the district an environmentally sound 
alternative for t he disposal of household hazardous wastes. Almost 1,000 gallons 
of common household hazardous chemicals were collected. These included waste 
motor oil, anti-freeze, oil-based paints, thinners, pesticides and many types of 
household cleaners. As part of the education program, each elementary school had 
a presentation and demonstration on the dangers associated with these materials. 
Volunteers from all district communities were instrumental in making this 
collection a success and the district looks forward to holding another collection in 
1992. 


WENTWORTH HOUSING IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM 


The Wentworth Housing Improvement Program is funded by a Community 
Development Block Grant from the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. Towns must apply for these grants which are available on a 
competitive basis. In New Hampshire, the Office of State Planning awards the 
grants and assures that the funds are used in accordance with federal regulations. In 
1990, the North Country Council prepared the successful grant application for this 
residential housing rehabilitation program. The program is administered for the 
municipality by the North Country Council with assistance from an Advisory 
Board consisting of local citizens who meet regularly, approved projects, and help 
to set policies for the program. 


The purpose of the Wentworth Housing Improvement Program is to assist low 
and moderate income households living in substandard housing by bringing those 
units up to a level prescribed by HUD's Section 8 Existing Housing Quality 
Standards. Housing funds can only be used for activities related to private 
residence repair. These repairs may include work done to the plumbing, heating, 
and electrical systems, roof and structural repairs, window and door replacement 
and/or repair, septic system installation, well installation, painting, weatherization, 
and other rehabilitation activities. 


The Housing Office opened in January of 1991. During the year nineteen units 
were inspected and eighteen of those applications were approved by the Town's 
Advisory Board. Sixteen units were sent out to bid and all sixteen were under 
contract by the end of the year. One unit was completed with seven other units 
being substantially completed during 1991. The grant end date is June 30, 1992 
and by that time the program hopes to meet or exceed it's unit goal of twenty-two.

PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 


During the 1991/92 school year 64 different students have enrolled at the 
Wentworth Elementary school. The distribution of Grades 1-8 is: Grade 1-8, Grade 
2-9, Grade 3-8, Grade 4-11, Grade 5-9, Grade 6-8, Grade 7-4, Grade 8-7. There are 
currently 22 Wentworth students at the Plymouth Regional High School and 1 at 
Orford High School. 


The graduating class of 1991 consisted of 6 students: Christopher Gowan, 
Chenoa Hutchins, Christine Johnson, Joshua King, David Womble and Nathan 
Williams. 


Mrs. Roberta Otis, who is in her second year at Wentworth, is again teaching 
first and second grade. Mrs. Paula Houde serves as a Special Needs Aide to one 
student in Grade 1. 


The third and fourth combination grade has a new teacher, Ms. Julie Robinson. 
Mrs. Gail Emmons-Shaw also serves as a Special Needs Aide to Grade 3 & 4. 


Grades 5 through 8 continue to be departmentalized. Mrs. Judi Hall, returning to 
Wentworth for her third year, is teaching Science and Math. Miss Loren Powley, 
who is in her first year teaching at Wentworth, is teaching Language Arts and 
Geography and Mr. Bruce Parsons, who also is in his first year at Wentworth, is 
teaching U.S. History and Physical Education. 


The Resource Room, an active and vital part of the school, is being taught by 
Mrs. Miriam Freeman, a new member to the Wentworth faculty. Students’ 
individual educational problems are addressed in a more intense and effective way 
with the least disruption in the child's school life through the Resource Room. 
Children work one-to-one or in small groups thirty to sixty minutes/day with a 
specialist to address a particular educational handicap and then are mainstreamed 
into his/her regular classroom for the remainder of the day. The sooner children's 
problems are diagnosed and treated and hopefully solved, the more effectively and 
rapidly their learning problems are overcome. Many financial and educational 
savings are realized through this kind of intervention. 


Mrs. Barbara Blake is in her fourth year as a teacher in our Chapter 1 Program. 

Compliments go out to our support staff who enable Wentworth Elementary to 
operate smoothly from day to day: Mrs. Sandy Hobbs, our capable school 
secretary; Mr. & Mrs. Brian Weeks who maintain the building in excellent 
condition; Mrs. June Windsor, School Nurse; and the kitchen staff, Mrs. Paula 
Davis and Mrs. Michele Adams, who provide our excellent school lunches. 


Particular recognition has to go to our volunteers that provide that extra effort in 
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making Wentworth Elementary a successful learning environment. They have 
financed the cross-country ski program again this year. They have sponsored, 
organized and run after school activities appropriate to all levels and interest 
groups. A group of people have searched out and raised money for cultural arts 
programs and a Reading Pals Program that help our students by helping parents 
read with their child. The library volunteers have worked hard and long to establish 
a functional library at the school. Mr. Donald Towle, has given his time and effort 
in continuing the music program for all grades. A group of volunteers donated their 
time, equipment and supplies to put in a baseball diamond here at the school. Also, 
a group of dedicated parents have devoted their time to introduce Project Self- 
Esteem to our curriculum. 


A new program called Project Self-Esteem has been introduced to the 
curriculum at Wentworth Elementary. This program will develop healthy, capable, 
and responsible young people and we hope will make a positive impact in the way 
our students feel about themselves and life. | 


1991-1992 is a new beginning for Wentworth Elementary. There is a positive 
atmosphere throughout the school. An attitude that has been generated by our 
professional educators, within the building, a strong volunteer group, a supportive 
town government and a caring community.

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FOOD SERVICE REPORT 
1990-1991 


The Hot Lunch Program was reviewed April 3, 1991 by the Bureau of Food and 
Nutrition, State of New Hampshire. This is an administrative process done every 
three years, and the whole program is reviewed. The accountabilities for meals 
served, including the Free and Reduced Meal Policy and Practices and record 
keeping practices of the program are checked. Storage areas, work areas, and 
equipment, as well as sanitation practices are all checked. The results: "No 
deficiencies found, and all records complete and current". 


On February 14, 1991 the program received an inspection by the N.H. Division 
of Public Health. We received an overall rating of 100%. A yearly inspection is 
required for our operating license. 


November 21, 1991 we had our annual Thanksgiving Dinner. The school had 
62 guests for dinner. Grades 1-8 dressed as Pilgrims and Indians. Grades 5-8 
served our guests. This is a fun event for the whole school. 


The Program's accounting system was computerized during the summer and 
will be used during the 1991 - 1992 school year. This improvement was done with 
volunteer help at no cost to the Program, and will improve the accounting and 
reporting systems in the years to come. 


During the Fall of 1991 Michele Adams and I were involved in a six week 
training course on food service sanitation procedures. The course was very helpful 
in reinforcing sanitation and food handling techniques we were taught in the past. 


A special thanks to the community for the support of the Hot Lunch Program. 
Because of you the prices for lunches this year did not need to increase.

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WENTWORTH SCHOOL NURSE REPORT 


The School Health Program has been well utilized by the students, parents and 
teachers. There were 834 documented contacts as well as routine everyday 
contacts. 


All required screening was accomplished and follow-up done where needed. 
The required screening includes height, weight, vision, hearing, blood pressure, 
pulse, immunization compliance, scoliosis, checks for communicable diseases and 
communicable nuisance problems (e.g. scabies, head lice). 


There is a new immunization requirement for schools. It is He-P 301.13: as of 
August 1, 1991, two (2) doses of measles virus vaccine shall be required of all 
students prior to entry into seventh grade. Approval was obtained from the School 
Board to administer the vaccine to the sixth grade students. Permission slips were 
sent home and the vaccine was given by the nurse to all sixth graders. There was 
no cost for this to the school or parents. The vaccine was provided by the N.H. 
Division of Public Health Services, Bureau of Disease Control and with the 
cooperation of Mt. Mooselaukee Health Center. 


Another service provided this year, with the cooperation of Mt. Mooselaukee 
Health Center, was the administration of flu vaccine to all teachers desiring it. 
There was a charge of $6.00 for this to the teachers. A majority received the 
vaccine. 


Home visits, illness prevention programs, community referrals and other school 
health related activities continue to be an important component of the nurses’ role. 
Continuing education and other professional meetings are attended by the nurse 
without expense to the school. 


Again, it has been a pleasure to work with the Wentworth Elementary School 
students, staff, school board and parents. Suggestions and questions are always 
welcome.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT FOR 1992 


Our SAU #48 students continue to grow. Our school districts can be measured 
in terms of student achievement, staff training and involvement, administrative 
creativity and innovation, parent caring and sharing the load and community 
support. This is the third year in a row that I write my superintendent's report and 
have to comment on our troubled economy and tight financial times. The school 
boards have therefore decided to embark on a program of participatory democracy 
in all of our school districts. They have chosen to offer the public more 
opportunities to discuss both economic and instructional concerns. I congratulate 
the school boards and commend them for the amount of time and effort they have 
put in to this plan both this year and last. 


A major goal for the SAU for the 1991-1992 academic year centers around the 
development of curriculum especially in the areas of K-8 science and K-12 
Language arts. By the way SAU #48 is one of the few districts in the state of New 
Hampshire who have developed a K-12 language arts curriculum. This is a 
substantial effort on the part of school and community members and one which 
deserves the congratulations of all. 


Another goal of the SAU is to continue to coordinate instructional programs 
especially at the elementary level considering all of our elementary students will be 
entering the same ninth grade at Plymouth Regional High School. We have 
decided that providing consistent instruction for all elementary students will 
continue to be one of our most important goals. The SAU continues to emphasize 
science instruction, Writing Across the Curriculum and is engaged in new efforts 
to improve the reading and language arts skills of our students. 


Program innovations started this year in SAU #48 include the initiation of 
double period science labs in the high school. This provides experimental time 
relative to the sciences. We continue to strongly emphasize an experimental 
science approach in our middle schools and at the primary levels of elementary 
school. 


Another program innovation involves the SAU being selected as a "Math Their 
Way" training site for this year which emphasizes a "hands on" approach to math 
instruction at the primary level. 


This year marks the first year that the Drivers education at the High School is 
operated under a fee for service basis. The program is going very well. All staff in 
the SAU continue training programs under the umbrella of the "Skillful Teacher 
Program" which will pay tremendous dividends to our students in the future. 


We have chosen this year to focus on middle school innovations throughout the 
SAU. We have taken every opportunity to try and bring our middle school students 
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throughout the SAU together so that they may build relationships and self-esteem 
and also broaden their horizons from a local school respective to the SAU as a 
whole. The Pemi Baker Basketball League offered a championship this year 
bringing all schools together for both boys and girls which was immensely 
successful. This year marked our first ever SAU wide Middle School mock 
Presidential Primary and Election. This program has allowed our students the 
opportunity to learn the political process and much more. The Cultural Arts music 
program offered in the spring brings all of our music and art talent in the 
elementary and high school together under one roof, which promises once again to 
be successful. All of these efforts to bring our middle school students together 
costs little and has a tremendous impact on both our students academic 
achievement and self-esteem. 


New administrators have come into the district this year with great enthusiasm 
and energy and have provided a new focus. Maureen O'Hara is our new principal 
at the Russell School in Rumney. Maureen comes to the Russell School with a 
focus on reading, computer skills and Special Education. Bruce Parsons, the new 
principal at the Wentworth Elementary School comes to us from Revere, 
Massachusetts, with great enthusiasm and a focus on self-esteem for our students. 
The high school welcomes Dana McKenney as interim principal and Walter 
Garland as interim assistant principal while the search for a new high school 
principal continues. Maria Dreyer has come to us from another school district in 
New Hampshire as a Special Education director at the high school. Maria's 
presence has already created a new era for Special Education at the high school. 
We welcome her expertise and enthusiasm. 


The SAU office welcomes Eilene Woolfenden, our Chapter One director. 
Eilene is replacing Sandy Tilton who is on a one year leave of absence while she 
completes a Masters program at Ohio State emphasizing "Reading Recovery”. All 
of the above administrators have added significantly to our SAU program and I 
wish to thank them all for their efforts. 


Working with and for you and your children over the past five years has been 
both a pleasure and a challenge. I believe as superintendent it is my job to help 
bring the resources of the community together to offer the best educational 
program for our students. In these tough economic times I am thankful to you all 
for offering the school system your ideas, support, time, effort and guidance which 
has allowed us all to continue growing.

EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT'S AND 
~ ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT'S SALARY FOR 1990-1991 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of New 
Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report show the total amounts 
paid to the Superintendent of Schools as per the following quotation: "Reports. 
Each Superintendent of a School Administrative Unit shall annually prepare a 
report of the total salary paid to the superintendent, showing in detail the amount 
paid by the state and each local school district and their share of same. . . Said 
report shall be included in the annual report of the respective school district as a 
separate entry. A like report and entry shall be made for each assistant 
superintendent, teacher consultant, and business administrator, if any is in service 
in the Unit." | 


One-half of the School Administrative Unit expenses is prorated among the 
several school districts of the unit on the basis of adjusted valuations. One-half is 
prorated on the basis of average daily membership in the school for the previous 
school year ending June 30th. The salary of $62,878 which was received by the 
Superintendent of Schools of School Administrative Unit #48 during 1990-1991 
was prorated among the school districts comprising the School Administrative 
Unit. Allowance for $2,750 travel within the Unit was also prorated as stated 
above. 


The salary of $101,965 for the Assistant Superintendents during 1990-1991 and 
travel allowance within the Unit for $4,000 was prorated as stated above. 


The table below shows the portion of salary and travel charged to each school 
district.

PLYMOUTH REGIONAL HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL'S 
ANNUAL REPORT 1991 


In 1991, Plymouth Regional High School graduated its first senior class 
representing the communities of Ashland, Campton, Holderness, Plymouth, 
Rumney, Thornton, and Wentworth; with tuition students from Waterville Valley 
and Ellsworth. 


The transition from Plymouth AREA High School to Plymouth Regional High 
School took place with a minimum of disruption for students and staff alike. 


Enrollment at Plymouth Regional High School as of October 1, 1991 was 564. 
The average daily attendance for the school year 1990-91 was 93.2%. Enrollment 
in the Region #5 Vocational Center was 170 students. The class of 1991 sent 53% 
of its graduating seniors to further education with 41% going to four year programs 
and 12% enrolled in two year programs. Our seniors were awarded a total of 65 
scholarships to help them with their further education. 


Donald Bevelander, Principal at Plymouth Regional High School resigned as of 
July 1, 1991 to accept the principalship of Natick High School in Massachusetts. 
Dana McKenney, then Assistant Principal, was appointed as Interim Principal and 
a national search for a new principal was initiated. Walter Garland, a teacher in the 
science department, was appointed as Interim Assistant Principal. The search failed 
to come up with a new principal and the interim administration was continued until 
the end of the 1991-92 school year while a new search was undertaken. 


Under the direction of the Pemi-Baker School Board, a number of changes have 
taken place in policies and programs. The old discipline system based on demerits 
has been replaced by a new system based on a discipline cycle. An in-school 
suspension room was also developed and staffed as an integral part of the new 
system. 


The Pemi-Baker School Board also approved and put into effect a new dress 
code. 


Both teachers and administration have continued to take part in a series of 
courses and follow-up workshops offered by Research for Better Teaching. 


In the science department, two double lab periods were added to College 
Biology, Chemistry, Physics, Advanced Biology and Environmental Science 
Classes. 


Vocational Education: In the fall, vocational enrollments reached a ten-year 
high after falling off for three years. This popularity of vocational education is due 
somewhat to the hard economic times, but more so to the renewal effort on the part 
of the faculty and staff. 
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The Plymouth Regional Pre-School opened and grew to full enrollment with 
enthusiastic public support. Mrs. Hathaway, Pre-School teacher, and Mrs. 
Garland's Child Care Program students provide youngsters, 3-5 years old, with a 
meaningful introduction to learning and the school experience. 


We are proud of all of our students at Plymouth Regional High School and 
especially proud of those who receive special recognition for their 
accomplishments: 

- One of our 1991 graduates was recognized as a National Merit Scholarship 
Recipient. 

- Two of our students received nominations to the Military Academies. 

- One of our students received two appointments to Military Academies. 

- Three students participated in the St. Paul's Advanced Studies Program. 

- One of our students was a national finalist in the Johnson & Wales cook-off, 
winner of $5,000 scholarship. 

- Another student, a Child Care and Home Economics student, placed first in 
the "Interview" competition at the state level as a Future Homemakers of 
America/Home Economics Related Occupations Club Member. 

- One of our students placed third at the January 1991-92 Regional High School 
Art Exhibit. 

- Our students took second place at the State Drama Festival. 

- The wrestling team won the New England Wrestling Championship. 

- Five of our band and eight choral students were selected to take part in the 
Lakes Region Music Festival and choral students were selected to take part in the 
All State Music Festival. 

- Peer Educators from P.R.H.S. have been recognized throughout the state for 
their contribution to HIV/AIDS education. 


Our priorities for next year include: 

- Continuing to prepare for the NEASC visit in October of 1992. 

- Complete the training of all of our faculty members as part of the Effective 
Teacher Program initiative. 

- Continue to revise and upgrade our curriculum, particularly in the areas of 
math and science to meet the needs of a changing society. 

- To implement a totally revised series of Technology Education courses to 
replace Industrial Arts in the 1992-93 curriculum. 

- To develop, in cooperation with the central office staff and the school board, a 
five year plan for the overall improvement of instruction at Plymouth Regional 
High School. 


I would like to thank all of the people in the Pemi-Baker School District for 
their continued support for the education of all of our children.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
HEALTH SERVICES 


PLYMOUTH REGIONAL HIGH SCHOOL 


The Plymouth Regional High School Health Services office continues to be a 
busy place, providing health related assistance to some 600 students and 100 staff 
members. This year is showing an increase in assistance provided, due mainly to 
prolonged bouts with flus and colds. Several students received help from local 
community services for specific medical needs. These included glasses from the 
Lion's Club and dental care from the Lindsey fund. Also, a new fund was started 
with the help of Bayard Hancock and community churches to help students with 
medications. The continued economic decline in New Hampshire, coupled with an 
increasing number of independent students, has stimulated the community to 
extend a helping hand. We extend a deep appreciation for these community efforts. 


The AIDS issue is serious, even for New Hampshire. To coordinate efforts to 
prepare for this issue at the school level, SAU #48 school nurses have been 
meeting monthly to update and develop policies in regards to AIDS and other 
health issues. Classes were given to all staff and faculty members to acquaint them 
with policies and procedures. 


This year the high school physical education department participated in 
statewide screening for "Physical Best Fitness Program" to compare fitness with 
other students in the state. The health services helped with part of the screening of 
300 students for height, weight, and skin fold measurements. Results of this 
program will be back later this spring. 


An increasing number of multi-handicapped students requiring direct nursing 
care are being mainstreamed into the educational setting. Medical problems are 
pins addressed with workable health care plans for each individual student's 
needs. 


Plymouth Regional High School is continuing to make adjustments for the 
timing of sports physicals for interscholastic athletics. We are working with the 
Pemi-Baker School Board to make this sport physical requirement as 
accommodating as possible. Approximately 350 students received physicals of 
update screening for sports this year. 


The medical field continues to grow and expand every year. To provide the best 
services possible, it is necessary that I attend continuing education classes or 
seminars. I attended updates on Children with Cancer, AIDS workshop, and 
Psychotropic Medication. My continuing part-time work at the hospital contributes 
to my staying current in the medical fields. I continue to be a member of the 
Attendance Committee, CORE Committee, and a team teacher for a senior health 
seminar. 


Approximately 9500 students have been provided health services this year. 
Some 130 students were screened for height, weight, blood pressure, vision and 
g. 


Parent contact remains an important part of nursing/student relationship. Please 
feel free to call me at 536-1444 any time you have a question or concern.
